Cleveland's bizarre torso slayings 
that have baffled authorities four 
years. 
O'Donnell said Frank Dolezal, 


52, the suspect, had signed a con- 
fesllon to the Polillo slaying. 


"There are some discrepancies 


between what Dolezal says he did 
and what are the known facts in 
the PoTillo case," O'Donnell said, 
"We want to get a confession that 
will hold up in court before we 
place any charges against him. 


"However, I have no doubt he is 


the man." 
O'Donnell said Dolezal admitted 


hacking to pieces the body of Mrs. 
Polillo, the No. 3 torso victim, and 
tossing the head, lower legs and 
left arm into Lake Erie in Janu- 
ary, 1936. 
The sheriff announced yesterday 


that the bricklayer had confessed 
orally. Last night he told report- 
ers the suspect had signed a con- 
fession, but refused to release the 
text until "we get the kind of 
confession we want." 


O'Donnell indicated that he 


would make no definite attempt 
to link the suspect to the 11 other 
torso slayings until he had desired 
up the Polillo case.

you've got to meet the demands 
of the march of time. You've 
gotta be smart enough to chuck 
out the old ideas before they 
chuck you. Gag lines and catch 
phrases get stale, and the pub- 
lic turns on the man who uses 
them. • 


"Nowadays we take a situa- 


tion or an idea and write hu- 
morous lines within that situa- 
tion. It's like playwriting, in- 
stead of stringing together a lot 
of isolated jokes. 


"The change came about a 


year after I joined Cantor. We, 
and most of the oiher major 
radio comedy writers, found 
that our jokes were b e i n g 
picked up and used by small 


programs on the minor networks. Besides that, we figured that 
the old gags we were taking out of our joke books and files and 
adapting were about worn out for good. My personal file of 45,- 
000 catalogued, cross-indexed jokes is now gathering dust in my 
garage out in Hollywood. I'll never use it again—I'm convinced 
1 do better when I create fresh stuff out of my head. 


"You 
build up a character with very special qualities; and 


whenever the comedian appears, you give him jokes to say that 
are in keeping with that character. The result of this new way of 
writing is that often the lines that get the biggest belly-laughs 
are so dependent on the whole situation we've created that they 
aren't funny when retold. 


"In radio the characterization must come through the voice 


altogether—mannerisms won't do. Of course Cantor is lucky; he 
was on the stage and movies first. With him we can use jokes that 
depend on vision: A big-eye gag is always good-even in radio.'

At last the Indi- 
ans gave Cartier a cure for the 
disease.

thought it was northeastern Asia). 
Some historians say he made a 
fourth trip ai'tcr that. The last 13 
years of. his life Carlier spent in St. 
Malo, acting as technical adviser to 
other expeditions and as a Portu- 
guese interpreter.

Have Same Backgrounds 
Most of what has been said of 


Japanese 
art 
applies 
also 
to 


Chinese art. There is greater use 
of stone in architecture and sculp- 
ture. 
There is more that is gro- 


tesque and less that is decorative 
in Chinese art. But in their ideal- 
ism, symbolism, indifference to the

RESTORING APPARENTLY DROWNED 


On* ot my boyhood heroes was a boy of 12 who 


was c most wonderful swimmer and diver. One of 
his feat* was that of rescuing another boy who had 
been under water seven minutes and by artificial 
respiration was brought back to consciousness. 
While the story of the rescue was correct, the time 
under w«ter was doubted as no one had been known, 
as far as we were aware, to remain under water 
more than three or four minutes and survive. While 
our school book instructions were to continue arti- 
ficial respiration for "hours" to revive a body that 
had been under water for more than three or four 
minutes was considered hopeless. 
It is gratifying to learn that a body can be under 


water for a conis'derablc time and be brought back 
to consciousness as reported by Drs. Gordon Bates 
R. E. Gaby and Wills Maclachlan, B.Sc., in Canadian 
Medical Association Journal. They state that there 
are several misconceptions about reviving the ap- 
ptrcntly drowned. Most outstanding of these mis- 
takes are: 
That being under water for more than four or 


five minutes is always fateful. 
That in an apparently drowned person the ab- 


sence of the ordinary signs of life—heart sounds 
pulse beat, breathing—means that the individual i; 
dead and there is no use in using artificial respira- 
tion.That artificial respiration need only be kept up 
for a half hour at most 
These research workers state that these three- 


ideas are wrong and that (a) it is possible for a per- 
son to have been under water for up to half an hour 
and live, (b) all signs of life may be absent in these 
cases for "hours" and the individual is still alive 
and (c) artificial respiration should be kept up for 
many hours in cases of apparent drowning just as in 
electric shock and carbon monoxide poisoning. 


The only really safe plan is to continue efforts 


until stiffening of"«iie tissues (rigor mor!is> has se 
in. To effect artificial breathing, place patient fac< 
downward on the ground: put yourself astride the 
patient's body in a kneeling position. Placing both 
hands flat in "the small of his back with the thumb* 
nearly touching and the fingers spread out on each 
side of the body over lowest ribs, lean forward, and 
steadily allow your body to fall over on your hand* 
and eo produce a firm (not violent) pressure. Then 
swine back and release pressure without lifting 
hands from patient's bod^\ Repeat this forward and 
backward movement every four cr five seconds.

Washington, July 8.—Uncle Sam 


has hii first major trouble with 
labor. As an employer of about 
2,500,000 workers through what is 
known as the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, the congress fixed 
130 hours a month or about <JU 
hours a week as the minimum 
number of hours and set wages on 
a monthly rather than an hourly 
basis. The scale is below what is 
paid by private employers. Tnis 
was done in order to encourage 
workers to take jobs in industry. 
As for the 30 hours a week, this 
was ordered so that workers would 
give labor in exchange for their 
wages commensurate 
with tne 


money paid instead of. allowing 
workers to earn the equivalent of 
their whole monthly wage by 
working for say 60 hours a month 
and collecting the high rates per 
hour of prevailing wages. 
The federal government, in otn- 


er words, cut wages and length- 
ened hours. 
This is being done 


by governments all over the world, 
but in America organized labor- 
both the A. F. of L. and.C. LO. 
—has begun strikes against the 
United States government and 
against congress in particular in 
the hope of coercing the latter 
into changing the new relief law 
under which the 130-hour arrange- 
ment was specified. 
As usual in such controversies, 


it is not a one-sided question. 
The assumption that relief work- 
ers are lazy or are chiselers has 
been widely spread by critics, but 
while it may be true of some, it 
can hardly be true of all. Nor is 
it true that all workers can find 
jobs at prevailing wages in prefer- 
ence to government jobs. When 
work is done for the government 
that is exactly the same as is done 
across the street for a private 
employer and when one worker 
Rets a far larger wage than the 
other, there is bound to be resent- 
ment which is not erased by tell- 
ing the worker he ought to be 
glad he is getting some relief in- 
stead of none. 
Drastic changes in the set-up 


with no assurance of private em- 
ployment for those who want it 
and no employment system buut 
up to absorb the willing workers 
is a policy fraught with consider- 
able danger to the morale of hun- 
dreds of thousands of citizens who 
cannot possibly understand why, 
for equal work, there isn't equal 
pay. 


If the law had specifically :ap- 


plied only to those worker* who 
are trying to hold two jot* at the 
same time, it would have ithick a 
responsive note. Many a taxkab 
driver, for 
example, complains 


bitterly at the competition of 
those workers on WPA.jobi who 
collect a security wage from Uncle 
Sam and then rent a cab and' go 
out in competition with taxi 
drivers who have no income from 
Uncle Sam. 
The idea of setting a wage and 


hour scale tor WPA workers dif- 
ferent from private employers is 
theoretically sound if it be assum- 
ed that incentives are needed to 
compel WPA workers to take pri- 
vate jobs. But the horizontal 
operation 
affects all the same 


way, those who want to take oth- 
er jobs if available and those who 
want to chisel. 


The episode is not without its 


benefits because it will reopen the 
whole problem of relief. The ad- 
ministration has insisted 
that 


work rather than relief should be 
provided for the unemployed and 
that the government should be- 
come an employer on projects up- 
on which private capital did not 
wish to embark. Many a self- 
liquidating project, so to speak, 
can be built with WPA labor more 
cheaply than private projects if 
the 
130-hour-a-month a*ange- 


ment is to stand. 
Is it the function of the federal 


government itself to provide work, 
or to open the channels of private 
capital so that private employers 
can offer 
employment to idle 


workers ? 
This is the fundamental ques- 


tion which confronts Congress. 
The more the WPA is put on a 
parity with private employers, the 
higher the cost to the taxpayers 
and the more competition there 
arises between the government 
and private business. "Work re- 
lief" was begun so as to help the / 
morale of the idle citizens. But, ' 
on a dollar and cents basis, it 
would be more inexpensive for 
the government to furnish a dole. 
The workers have been educated 
to believe that the government 
must create work, irrespective of 
how sound it is from an economic 
standpoint. The only way out for 
the government now is for Con- 
gress to provide incentives to bus- 
iness so that employment will in- 
crease and there will be a gradual 
ending of government-made work.
